Re-or^  of  the  government  document**  section  housed  In  the  first 

floor  stacks  Is  continuing.     Re-location  of  the  federal  Royal  Commission  and 
the  publications  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  from  the  stacks  to  the  main 
library  on  the  second  Qoor  has  proven  Its  worth.     The  accessibility  of  these 
documents  not  only  facilitates  their  use,  but  places  less  physical  strain  on  the 
staff. 

IXie  to  the  interest  In  shared  services  a  bibliography  of  material  contained 
in  this  library  was  prepared  and  distributed.     It  civislsted  of  33  main  Items  from 
books,  periodical  articles  and  addresses  given  at  various  conferences.     Many  of 
the  Items  express  the  experience  of  the  United  States  where  shared  services  have 
been  introduced. 

Ue  borrowed  on  interllbrary  loan  93  books  and  In  turn  loaned  60  to  other 
libraries. 

A  new  method  for  recording  reference  statistics  was  devised  last 
November.     Reference  inquiries  for  November  and  December  show  290  personal 
and  275  by  telephone,  making  a  total  of  .565  for  the  two  months.

NEWSPAPERS  AND  PERIODICALS 


44  Weekly  Manitoba  newspapers  have  been  microfilmed  to  date,  comprising 
a  total  of  336  reels.     We  are  now  concentrating  on  those  papers  written  in  a 
language  other  than  English.     To  date  195  newspapers  have  been  filmed,  which 
totals  1,679  reels.     In  addition,  the  Farmers'  Advocate  was  filmed  from 
January,   1890  to  December  28,   1963  -  64  reels. 

The  library  subscribes  to  142  newspapers  and  321  periodicals,  not  including 
serials  issued  by  governmental  departments  in  Canada  and  the  United  States.    We 
have  subscriptions  for  microfilm  editions  of  17  newspapers  and  26  periodicals.

E.   MacLeod  who  transferred  from  the  Department  of  Education,  School  Broad- 
casts Branch. 

Miss  Fay  Lando,  of  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of  Health  and  Public 
Welfare  resigned  to  study  at  McGlll  University  to  obtain  her  library  degree. 
She  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  A.   Koke,  a  graduate  of  the  Manitoba  Institute  of 
Technology. 

Mr.  Regis  Bennett,  of  the  Archives  Branch  of  the  library,  was  granted 
educational  leave  to  attend  the  University  of  British  Columbia  to  obtain  a  degree 
in  library  science.     He  was  replaced  temporarily  by  Mr.  Rossel  Vlen.

The  pant  year  has  seen  a  considerable  Increase  In  the  use  of  Library 
materials  and  facilities.     This  is  due  in  part  to  the  increasing  awareness  of 
■peclnllzed  groups  «•  rces  available  in  •  .ir>  and 

due  to  the  increase  1:  in.     The  numbtT  .  v^orkers 

on  study  leave  from  the  Department  of  Welfare  attending  the  School  of  Social 
Work  and  the  number  of  graduate*  and  undergr.  tudenls  has 

Increased.     We  are  able  to  supply  the  latter  'a.  ;  on  jnihlic  health 

unavailable  elsewhere.     BecauHc  of    the  large  number  of  ioNHen  In  the  previous 
year  the  library  no  longer  loans  Journals  to  the  nursing  students.    Ilila  has 
proved  to  be  a  satlsfactor)'  arrangement  as  many  of  the  Journals  are  availalile 
in  their  owti  libraries,    and  these  Journals  now  remain  aval'  ■   our  own 

■tJiff,  particularly  those  located  in  rural  parts.     Because  i  ry  is  the 

major  Library  in  the  Norquay  Building,  government  staff  working  in  the  building 
have  come  to  look  upon  the  Library  as  a  sour'  ■  !<-  reference  information. 

There  hare  been  few  changes  in  the  two  •  nts  in  the  past  year  which 

have  affected  the  1  Ibrary.     The  Fitness  and  .Amateur  Sport  Branch  has  moved  to 
separate  quarU-rs.     Health  Kducatlon  has  taken  over  the  work  of  the  Committee 
on  Alcohol  Kducatlon.     Six  student  public  health  inspectors  are  being  trained  in 
the  Knvironmental  Sanitation  Division  and  they  make  exceptionally  good  use  of 
the  Library. 
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Books  were  provided  for  the  Senior  Nurse  Conference,   Prenatal  Institute 
and  the  Health  Education  Workshop  conducted  by  the  Department  of  Health.     A 
tour  and  explanation  of  Library  services  was  given  to  the  thirty  teachers 
attending  the  workshop.     Much  material  and  reference  work  has  been  provided 
for  the  Department  of  Education's  Study  on  Handicapped  Children,  who  are 
located  In  the  Norquay  Building.     Major  research  projects  were  completed  for 
the  Social  Service  Department  of  Victoria  Hospital,  the  Victorian  Order  of 
Nurses,  Winnipeg  School  Board,  Salvation  Army,   Manitoba  Hospital  Commis- 
sion, Manitoba  Sanatorium  Board,   and  of  course  numerous  ones  for  the  two 
Departments.     Various  study  groups  required  material  on  such  topics  as  sex 
education,  child  development,  guidance  in  the  school,   school  drop-outs,  Indian 
and  Metis,  Juvenile  delinquency,  adolescence,  drug  addiction  and  alcoholism. 
Material  on  the  history  of  child  and  public  welfare  in  Manitoba  was  supplied  on 
two  occasions  to  students  working  on  doctorlal  theses  in  other  provinces  and  to 
one  In  the  United  States. 

The  Library  published  four  lists  of  new  additions  to  the  collection  which 
were  distributed  to  all  staff  members  as  well  as  to  other  interested  individuals. 
Bibliographies  were  prepared  on  the  following  topics:    sex  education,  adolescence, 
mental  retardation,  school  health  education  and  family  living. 

At  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Extension,  University  of  Manitoba,  the 
Library  houses  a  collection  of  books  relating  to  the  Public  Administration  Course 
given  for  government  persormel.     This  collection  was  placed  in  the  Library  for 
the  convenience  of  staff  working  in  the  Norquay  Building.    A  gift  of  books  and 
pamphlets  on  alcoholism  was  received  from  Health  Education. 

hiterllbrary  loans  have  increased  as  well  as  loans  to  other  libraries.     The 
Division  of  Environmental  Sanitation  continues  to  require  a  large  number  of 
foreign  publications,  translations  and  Journals  vmavallable  in  local  libraries.    It 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  loans  were  made  to  the  following  libraries:    Department 
of  Agriculture,   Manitoba  Medical  College,  University,  Winnipeg  Public,  Dalhousie 
University,   Moose  Jaw  Public,  University  of  Montreal  and  Atomic  Energy. 

Orders  for  the  various  divisions  have  increased  substantially  and  much 
time  is  devoted  to  the  ordering,  processing,  and  cataloguing  of  this  aspect  of  the 
work.     This  particularly  applies  to  the  two  mental  hospitals  at  Brandon  and 
Selkirk.    Both  have  ordered  large  numbers  of  paper  back  editions  of  pertinent 
books  due  to  increased  federal  government  grants.     The  time  factor  Involved  has 
prevented  the  cataloguing  of  these  books  and  processing  has  been  minimized. 
Subscriptions  for  periodicals  have  also  Increased  from  these  two  hospitals.     The 
Divisions  of  Community  Development  Services,   Care  Services  and  Multi-Services 
have  ordered  much  material  for  their  respective  offices  in  the  past  year. 

Certain  procedures  within  the  Library  have  been  streamlined  for  more 
efficiency.    A  correspondence  filing  system  has  been  started.     The  collection  of 
older  books  has  now  been  catalogued  or  discarded  depending  upon  the  value  of 
the  book  In  question.     The  sections  of  government  annual  reports,  statistics, 
legislation  and  census  bulletins  have  been  boxed  for  permanent  storage  and  re- 
organized for  more  accessibility.     There  still  remains  the  unorganized  area  of 
historical  reports  pertaining  to  health  and  welfare  in  Manitoba  and  it  is  the  hope 
that  this  will  be  completed  in  1965. 

Miss  Fay  Lando  resigned  from  the  position  of  Librarian  I  to  take  the  course 
in  Library  Science  at  McGlll  University.    She  has  been  replaced  by  Mrs.  J.  A. 
Koke.

The  Village  of  Pilot  Mound  will  proceed  towards  the  formation  of  a 
branch  library  within  the  framework  of  the  Lakeland  Regional  Library  situated 
in  Killamey.     Prior  to  the  vote  there  was  a  circulating  library  in  Pilot  Mound. 
The  Lakeland  Regional  Library  Board  has  assured  the  people  in  this  area  that 
there  will  be  no  disruption  of  this  service.    It  is  a  tax  supported  library  now 
and  new  books  will  be  ordered  by  the  Provincial  Library  staff  at  the  beginning 
of  January.     As  the  library  has  a  large  selection  of  books  mostly  in  the  adult 
category,  children's  and  young  people's  books  will  be  given  priority. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  ACT 

Legislation  was  enacted  to  permit  the  Local  Government  Districts  of 
P>lnawa,  Lynn  Lake,  Snow  Lake  and  Mystery  Lake  (Thompson)  to  form  muni- 
cipal libraries  in  these  areas. 

GRANTS 

The  basic  grants  to  all  public  libraries  remained  imchanged.    However, 
a  special  grant  was  paid  to  each  public  library  in  1964.    This  grant  was  cal- 
culated on  a  percentage  basis  dependent  upon  the  revenue  a  library  received 
from  local  taxation.     The  grants  received  by  all  public  libraries  are  contained 
In  the  statistical  tables  following  this  report. 

CENTRALIZED  SERVICES 

The  regional  libraries  in  rural  parts  of  the  province  plus  the  Transcona 
Public  Library  receive  professional  and  clerical  services  from  the  Provincial 
Library  staff.     This  centralized  service  includes: 

1.  Selection  of  all  books. 

2.  Ordering  of  all  books. 

3.  Cataloguing  and  classifying  of  all  books. 

4.  Forwarding  sets  of  catalogue  cards  for  all  books. 

5.  Maintenance  of  a  union  catalogue  of  all  books  in  the  libraries. 

6.  Maintenance  and  ordering  of  rotation  books.
